SIX DRINKS A DAY’S WORK. 


So- Declares Chicago Doctor, 


Speaking of Their Effect. 


A half dozen drinks of whiskey 
in a day will produce the same ef- 
fect of fatigue on brain and body 
a3 a day’s hard work. This has 
been proved by experiments, ac- 
cording to Dr. William J. Wick in 
an address to the Chicago Medical 
Society. 

“Alcohol actually tires the 
muscles, the nerves and the brain,” 
he said. ‘‘A man who had rested 
an entire day, vigorous and fresh, 
wus put at hard labor.

“Then he rested another day and 
wa’ given six drinks within the 
day, doing no work.

Better Stay on the Farm 


Very lew farmers of Ontavio realize 
how well off they are in comparision 
with city people, In estimating the | 
income they derive from their farms 
they usually allow nothing for the food | 
produced on their farms which they 
consume and nothing for house rent, 
If they would keep an account book 
putting down in it all the yegetables, | 
fruit, poultry, eggs, milk, and other 
products they consume, charging 
retail city prices for them, they would 
get some idea of what it costs to live 
in the city. Many farmers sell beau-| 
tiful favmis and file houses to move to 
Ontario cities or to the Northwest. 

A correspondent of the Weekly Sun 
Says; 

“All over this province there are | 
beautiful farm residences which, it sit- 
uated in cities, would be valued higher 
than they now are with the bundred 
acres of fertile land upon which they 
are situated thrown in. This state of 
things cannot last for all time. There 
must come, sooner or later, an equal- 
izing of values- Taking values as they | 
exist, the farming class, I believe, is 
the wealthiest class, I think it is safe 
to say that 90 per cent of farmers are 
solvent; that 50 per cent. of these are 
worth upwards of $5,000; that 25 pet 
cent, are worth upwards of $10,000, 
id probably 10 per cent, upwards of 
$25,000. 1 am speaking now of older 
Ontario. If it could be known, the 


amount of money on deposit in the 
banks by farmers, the general public, 
and farmers themselves, would be 
startled. Jf farmers all decided to 
withdraw their deposits there would 
be nu panic, If this be true what 
would farmers be worth at. city 
valuations?

It is fixed by the constituti 
that no standing army can ee 
tained within the limits of the Con- 
federation, though every citizen is 
liable to military service for a peri- 
ol of twenty-five years. In addition 
to this all able-bodied men be- 
tween the ages of seventeen and 
fifty years are enrolled under a 
special category. 
_ The training during the first year 
is the heaviest; afterwards the ‘man 
has to practice with a rifle each 
year, while he is called out for 
training every alternate year. 
Every man is compelled to fire a 
certain number of rounds of am- 
munition under stringent regula- 
tions. In this way, by constant 
rifle practice, every man knows how 
to handle a rifle, while a large num- 
ber are taught to ride, and all have 
a good knowledge of drill. j 
The officers are taken from the 
rank and file, but have to deyote a 
loz of time to the practice and study 
of military operations. Those per- 
sons who are exempt from service 
for any reason have to pay for the 
luxury, being subject not only to a 
personal military tax, but also to 
special military taxes on their in- 
come and property.

on ‘national issues in public. He} 
| became in time, therefore, a per- 
‘fect master of the art of speaking 
|without offending anybody, and 
‘might safely have said a great deal, 
like Mr. Gladstone, without re- 
|vealing his real opinion. 

| He never did speak at length, 
however, for he abominated leng- 
thy speeches and sermons, and his 
[presence at any function always 
| made for brevity. His attitude has 
| been described as a practical pro- 
test against the tyranny of long 
speaking. His own speeches were 
of two kinds, the frank, honest 
|speech of a man to men, and the 
formal speech which sounded like 
a page from an annual report. The 
first, of course, was his own extem-

The Duke has decided to divide 
up the great farm, of more thon 
450 acres, into small holdings, the 
holders being enabled to puvebase 
ov such terms that they will be the] 
aksolute owners of the land they 
have husbanded after thirty-five 
years, if not before. 

Ii is generally recognized thnt 
the adoption of this scheme would! 
offer the most effective praztical 
argument possible against the Seci- 
alism, unrest and wholesale emigra 
tion which now threaten the peace 
and prosperity of Mngland. 


NOVEL IDEAS. 


Some of the most novel features) 
of the project are as follows 

“In the Irish scheme, in yhich 
the Government sells land on ana- 
logous terms, ownership ‘snot 
completed until sixty-eight years 
or more have expired. 

“Ownership at such a remote 
period is not specially attractive. 
The Duke, in framing his scheme, 
has therefore tried to put owner- 
ship actually in sight. 
“The young farmer of twenty 
seven, if only he lives over the av 
erage duration of life—namely, six 
ty-two years—will, under this 
scheme find himself the absolute 
owner of the land he has tilled. 


NO DEPOSIT. 


“Under the Small Holdings Act 
passed by the Uninist Government.

tible iby reason of bodily weakness 
‘or ill health, and 
THEY HAVE NO FEAR, 

which is a potent factor in the de- 
velopment of any ‘: fection. 

As has been stated, after the 
pneumococcus we have to consider 
predispositions, which in the phy- 
sician’s experience loom up very 
large indeed. Take, for example, 
a family of five or six. One or two 
among them will suecumb to pneu- 
mcenia, while the ‘thers will es- 
cape. Why don’t they all suffer, 
since in the family relation they 
must all have been about equally 
subject ‘to the germinal attack? 
The reason lies in that the bodies 
of those who have contracted the 
discase were predisposed, while in 
the bodies of those who have es- 
caped the organs and tissues were 
sufficiently vital to triumph over 
the infection. 

Resistence to the pneumococcus 
is decreased under various condi- 
tions. Children under 6 are yery 
prone to pneumonia; the tendency 
then diminishes up to the fifteenth 
year; then for each subsequent de 
cade it progressively increases 
Venerable people are very prone to} 
pneumonia and are very likely to 
die of it; from the forty-fifth year 
‘o the sixty-fifth year the death 
rate per 100,000 is 263; from 65 on 
it is 7383 per 100,000.

and gargles; they wash their hands 
very frequently in disinfectants. 
After the patien't’s recovery or re- 
moyal his room is fumigated, as for 
any infectious disease; if there 
have been several cases of pneu- 
monia we had best fumigate the 
whole house. . 

At any rate we should clean such 
rooms with wet cloths instead of 
by dusting and sweeping. Those 
who haye no occasion had best keep 
away from pneumonia patients, 
though there is of course no occa- 
sion to tbe frightened by_them as if 
they had the plague. 

Certainly people who are suscep- 
tible because of predisposing fac- 
tors should not unnecessarily ex- 
pese themselves to infection. Ex- 
pectations in public places should 
be prohibited. Immunization 
against pneumonia, such as is now 
so effective against diphtheria, is 
likely to become a successful pro- 
ecdure. In a number of cases it 
already has proved effective.

A Young British Lad Sentenced to

A remarkable trial has just clos-| 
ed in the Court of the Kremlin at 
Moscow, where nineteen out of 
twenty-seven persons accused of 
treason received various sentences. 
Among those sentenced was a Brit- 
lish lad named Watson, who receiv- 
ed sixteen months in a fortified 
place; another prisoner, ® con-| 
-|sumptive girl of 18, was sentenced 
to a year in a fortress; five Rus- 
siar. lads, one of them a mere 
schoolboy of 16, were sentenced to 
Siberia for life; a certain Yerma- 
koff, a man apparently in the last} 
stages of consumptivn, received 
|'the same sentence. 
| The conviction of ‘these persons 
is considered by the authorities a} 
great victory for the secret police. 
The actual evidenee is twofold: It) 
shows that some of the prisoners} 
were in ‘the habit of meeting to 
discuss political affairs; also, cer-

Pothing in all our varied an 
fas bsati ni range of fruits holds 
the quality of the apple. A ripe, 
raw apple at its best is digested in 
eighty-five minutes, and the malic 
acid, which gives it its distinctive 
character, ‘stimulates the liver, &S- 
sists digestion and neutralizes 
much noxious matter, which, if not 
eliminated, produces skin erup- 
tions. The more fruit we add to 
our dietary the clearer the brain 
and skin we are likely to have. 
“An apple a day keeps the doctor 
awsy.”’ So runs the old adage, 
and certainly a plentiful use of 
them will save many & dose of nau- 
secus medicine. An apple caten 
before breakfast has a beneficial 
efict upon the complexion, and 
for those subject to biliousness, it 
is w rth a trial. Apples are like 
bread. We may want a change of | 
kind, but bread itself we never) 
tire of. And we are always on the} 
outlook for something to add to 
the list of our apple recipes. In 
a roasted state apples are whole- 
some and strengthening to a weak 
stomach. In malignant fevers, 
when used with the juice of le- 
mcns and currants, they are con- 
sidered efficacious 

Apple Omelet.—Peel, core and 
lice a pound of apples. Stew them 
with just enough water to keep 
‘them from burning. When soft 
beat to a smooth »ulp with a fork. 
Add to it two tablespoonfuls of su- 
gai, a dust of powdered cinnamon 
and two teaspoonfuls of lemon 
juice. Cool a little, then stir in the 
well-beaten yolks of three eggs. 
Beat well. Fold in the stiffly beat- 
en whites of ‘the eggs. Take an 
omelet pan, butter it thickly. Make} 
very hot over the fire. Pour in the 
mixture. Cook over the fire for 
three minutes; then put the pan in- 
to a fairly quick oven till it feels 
firn. and spongy when pressed, and! 
4s a delicate brown. It may take 
five or eight minutes. Fold over 
and serve at once on a hot plat- 
ter . 

Apple Dumpling.—This is made 
with suet pastry, and the ap- 
ples are cored, peeled and cut 
across in thin slices. Sift two cup- 
Kuls of flour into a basin, rub a 
quarter of a pound of finely chop- 
ped suet into it, then add one tea- 
spconful of baking powder, one 
teaspoonful of ‘sugar and half a 
teaspoonful of salt. Add enough 
cold water gradually to make a 
stift paste. Roll out the pastry, 
and lino a buttered pudding mold 
with it; put in half of the fruit, 
then sugar to sweeten and the rest 
of the apples. Cover with a round 
of the pastry, wet the edges and 
press well together. Cover with a 
buttered paper and steam stead- 
ily for three hours. Turn out and 
serve with hot milk. 

Apple Snow.—Six large apples, 
the whites of six eggs, four ‘table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, one lemon, a 
few strips of angelica or a few pre- 
served cherries. _ Peel and core 
the apples, then stew them until 
tender with a little water. Next 
rul them through a sieve. When 
the pulp is cold add to it ‘the strain- 
ed lemon juice and the sugar. Beat 
up the whites very stiffly, then add 
them lightly to the apple pulp, a 
tablespoonful at a time, beating 
ontinuously. Serve the snow at| 
nee m custard glasses, sticking at 

w strips of angelica or cherry in 

top of each glass to give it a 
pretty touch of color. 

Apple Souffle.—Two pounds of 
geod cooking apples, four eggs, six} 
heaping tablespoonfuls sugar, one 
lemon, half a cupful of cream, one| 
heaping tablespoonful powdered | 
gelatine, two tablespoonfuls boil-| 
ing water, red coloring, two cloves, 
ore inch of cinnamon and half a 
cupful of cold water. Peel, core 
and slice the apples. Put them into 
@ saucepan with the cold water, 
grated rind of the lemon, cloves| 
and cinnamon. Stew these gently 
until the apples are soft. Then re-

Allow one pound of figs to every 
four pints of the apple juice. When 
the figs are cold put them into a 
saucepan with the apple juice and 
sugar, in the proportion of one 
pound to a pint of juice. Boil the 
jam until it jellies, then divide it 
into jars. If prefered, a little 
whole ginger may be added for 
flavoring.
